Will Shaffer were slain with a 
latehet, the sheriff here today said 
the arrest o f two women in con ­ 
nection with the case was imminent. 
As the result o f the 
anticipated 
arrest, the sheriff said more import­ 
ant clew s will be involved leading to 
the murderer who killed the couple, 
to 
obtain 
$3,000 worth o f jewels 
and some money in the Shaffer home. 
Little Billy, a nephew 
o f 
Mrs. 
Shaffer, w as in 
the 
death 
house 
when the erime was committed some 
time last Thursday. 


Billy w as the only 
eye 
witness. 
Exhausted from hunger and thirst 
sufering' from cold, the little nephew 
o f the murdered woman was unable 
to talk coherently of what happened. 


The child told authorities the dou­ 
ble murder was committed Monday 
night, but the coroner declared the 
condition o f the skin and other in­ 
dictations were conclusive that the 
Shaffers had been dead several days. 


They were last seen a week ago. 
It is thought Billy was shut in the 
death house since last Thursday with 
the corpse o f

Threc new law suits were placed 
on file today in the circuit court, one 
being a complaint for alienation of 
affections, with the demand for $16,“ 
600, one being a damage suit, unci 
the third a complaint for divorce. 
In the com plaint for alienation, 
Harley I). Holm es is 
plaintiff 
and 
Albert Buell, a farmer o f this county 
is defendant. 
The plaintiff alleges that he and 
Catherine Gant were married, and 
now have a child eleven years old, 
and that up until February 7 1619, 
their married life w as peaceful and 
that they enjoyed each other's com ­ 
pany. 
On the above date, the defendant 
caused the plaintiff and his wife to 
move from their home in Connersville 
to his farm in Rush county, where 
they were to manage the farm and 
keep liou^e for the defendant. 
The charge in the complaint is that 
the defendant paid undue attention 
to the plaintiff’s wife, and bestowed 
acts o f kindness upon her, and caus­ 
ed her affections for her husband to 
diminish. 
The complaint alleges that on April 
8, 1919, the plaintiff was ordered to 
ten vie, the farm by his wife, who told 
him that she did not care for him 
any more, and that she intended to 
remain with Buell, who 
was 
her 
choice. 
w * 
Holmes allege- that lie left his wife 
and has been living with his parents 
in Metamora, and that because he 
was jilted it caused him mental pain 
and that he lost the affections of his 
wife, which he values at $10,000, 
and which is his demand. 
Since their separation, the plain­ 
tiff alleges that lie has learned that 
the defendant and Mrs. Holmes have 
remained at the farm home, 
and 
have spent the night 
away 
from 
home on several occasions and pre­ 
tend that they were married. 
The Indiana Refining Company is 
plaintiff in a suit against Eph Feck

New System of Issuing Automobile 
License Plates Expected to Prove 
Convenient to Owners 


The Ru-hville branch o f the Hoos 
ier State 
Automobile 
A ssociation, 
located at 
the Triangle garage, in 
charge o f Charley Caldwell 
began 
to distribute 1923 auto license plates 
from the local office Tuesday, and 
on the ow n in g day 60 passenger car 
owners and 18 truck owners in this 
county were supplied. 
This is the first time that the plan 
has been tried out in Rush county, 
and it will no doubt prove to lw a 
good thing for automobile 
owners, 
us the plates can be supplied in a 
few minutes by presenting the certi­ 
ficate o f title, or the blanks properly 
filled out, to the office in this city. 
Mr. 
Caldwell, 
who received the 
county appointment 
last 
summer, 
was supplied 
sometime 
ago 
with 
4.000 se ts o f numbers for passenger 
cars, and 400 sets for trucks, but 
they were not to be put on the m ar­ 
ket until December 12. 
Offices similar to the one estab ­ 
lished in Rushville, were also placed 
in 91 cities and tow ns in the state, 
and the usual congestion at India­ 
napolis will be greatly relieved in 
giving out the plates. II. I). McClel- 
land, manager o f the state depart­ 
ment, has established these offices in 
local offices of the 
H oosier 
State 
Automobile A ssociation. 
According 
to 
Mr. 
McClelland, 
320.000 sets o f license plates have 
lieen distributed throughout Indiana 
for the convenience o f the 
public. 
Local branches o f the Hoosier State 
Automoble A ssociation, 
automobile 
dealers and accessories stores have 
been supplied with the 1923 liecns- 
es, it was said. 
There are four stations in Lake 
county where the plates may lie ob­ 
tained, Mr. 
McClelland 
said. 
In 
counties like Brown and Ohio, how­ 
ever, where there are few resident 
automobile owners, it w as said no 
licenses had been placed on sale. 
In connection frith the placing on 
sale of the licenses, Mr. McClelland 
called attention to the law 
which 
provides that no p lates shall be is­ 
sued unless certificates o f title are 
shown. Every person seeking a 1923 
license must show' a certificate of 
title before he wrill be accomodated, 
it was said. 


There will he more 
drivers 
of 
pleasure automobiles and trucks in 
1923 than in the year just closing, 
in ilie opinion o f Mr. McClelland. He 
-aid that in 1922 to date, approxi­ 
mately 415,009 pleasure ears were 
in use in the tsate, while there were 
57,200 trucks. In 
1921,

said, 
there were 357,025 pleasure ears li­ 
censed in Indiana, and 43,317 trucks

W ashington, Dee. 13.— Frank ad­ 
m issions that the full powers of the 
American Federation o f Labor has 
been thrown into the attempt to im­ 
peach Attorney General Daugherty 
was made before the house judiciary 
com mittee today by Samuel Gom­ 
pers, president of the federation. 
The grizzly labor chiefton said the 
American 
Federation o f Labor 
is 
interested in ‘‘three phases o f the im­ 
peachment proceedings.” He was not 
permitted to say what these phases 
were. 
Former Congressman Paul Houland 
of Cleveland, counsel for Daugherty, 
attempted 
to get Gompers to say 
that the labor fedration 
was 
the 
moving spirit behind the impeach­ 
ment resolution introduced last Sep­ 
tember by Representative Keller, re­ 
publican, M innesota. 


“You are oft’ on the wrong foot,” 
said Gompers. “ I did not know the 
impeachment had been launched un­ 
til I read of it in the new spapers.” 
Gompers w as on 
the 
stand re­ 
lating how he protested to Attorney 
General Daugherty in 1921 against 
the appointment of William J. Burns 
as head o f the federal bureau of 
investigation. 


Burns is under examination in con­ 
nection with Keller’s 
charge 
that 
Daugherty appointed unworthy men 
to high offices. 


Gompers admitted under exam ina­ 
tion that he had fought B u rn s for a 
i year. 


“Mr. Burns was one o f the in t -le­ 
gators in the ease 
of 
M cNamara 
Brothers in C alifornia”, said Hou- 
Iand. 


“He w as”, replied Gompers. 
“You were interested in the aid- 
ing of these men,” said Houland.

“I believe in the men I know.” de­ 
clared Gompers, “but my only in­ 
terest was in seeing that the men 
got a fair trial.”

Making Christmas Fireproof 


The sen son of the yen r when the 
little folks look forward to the light­ 
ed ('hri-tnn*' tree and the coming of 
Santa Claus and good cheer, is fast 
approaching. Not with the idea ot 
dashing the hopes ot the youngsters 
but with the thought of saving l.ves, 
the s t a t e tire liiar-hal, a - L his «‘u^- 
totn, c o m e s forward with the usual 
warning about the dangers that lurk 
in the Chri-dmas deeorations—dan­ 
gers that muv eaaiige the most fes­ 
tive -ea-on of the year into one of 
tragedy The highly inflammable ever­ 
green tree- and decorations or the 


c o t t o n I ward of the thinly disguise«! 
Santa Claus frequently ignite from 


a lighted candle or match and ser­ 


ious results ensue. 
To guard against catastrophe to 


mar the holiday season, this official 


calls attention to certain safeguards 


that should he observed. In the first 


place, he says, the tree should be set 
up securely so that it will not easily 
topple over and it should die located 
several feet away from any heating 
or lighting fixture. Metal tinsel with 
flake asbestos and powdered mica 
make excellent materials for snow 
effects and will not burn. Cotton and 
paper, on the other hand, are highly 
dangerous. The tree should never be 
illuminated with <*andles. There is 
some danger from the widely sold 
colored ele«*tric light- assemblies due 
to insufficient insulalion and 
other 
causes, but the hazard is sm alhbe­ 
side that of the lighted candle. 
On one recent occasion a woman 
living in 
a New 
York 
apartment 
«•limbed uj»on a <*bair to light 
the 
candles on ft large Christmas tree in 
or«ler to entertain her little daughter 
and a neighlmrs child W<hile reaching 
for a candle at the top of the tree, 
she accidentally touched, her lighted 
match to a 
colored 
paper 
chain, 
which blazed up and ignited 
other 
] decorations. The 
woman 
tn«*d 
to 
snatch some of the burning papers 
off the branches, but lost her bal­ 
ance ami fell against tlie tree, push­ 
ing it over on the floor. When she 
regained her foot her d r e ss was on 
fire and she ran screaming, out into 
the hall of the apartment house, fan ­ 
ning the flames until she became a 
living torch. Aid came too late and 
she fciwcumbed to the flames*. 
Ornaments should be of metal and 
not of jmjMfr or pyroxylin plastic, 
which is commonly known as cellu­ 
loid, pyralin, French (vory and by 
other trad«- names, Proxylin plas­ 
tic is extremely inflammable and will 
ignite at a comparatively low tem­ 
perature.

Soilie of the other pro­ 
posed measures are new and some of 
them it is indicia ted will have eon- 
siderable supjmrt.

these is the proposed tax on gaso­ 
line. It is understood Governor Mc­

A majority of the assembly, indi­ 
cated that they favor passage of a 
soldier bonus. This 
bill 
is 
lacing 
backed bv the Veterans of Foreign 
Wars and other veterans. Most of 
those who favored the measure were 
hazy as to how the money could be 
rai-ed and many of them said they 
would Ik* for such a bill only on pro­ 
vision that it go to a referendum. 
The Veterans of Foreign W ars es­ 
timate their measure would cost the 
state $11,500,0Q0. A few of t|»e leg­ 
islators suggested that 
the 
state 
levy a -ales tax to pay the 
bonus 
and one suggested that wines 
and 
beers be made legal and that they be 
taxed to pay the bonus.

year, there 
have been 2<>7 clinics held, in sixty- 
seven counties. A total of G90 phy­ 


s ic ia n s of the State cooperated with 
the State Association clinician. The 
results of these clinics, according 
to M. A. Auerbach, executive secre­ 
tary of the State Association, should 
give the people of Indiana food for 
thought. 
There were 3,458 persons exam­ 
ined for symptoms of tuberculosis, 
and o f this number 1,360 were found 
to have some form of tuberculosis, 
in some of its various stages. Tlte 
figure represents approximately 
37 
j>ercent of 
the 
number examined. 
This high ]>ercentage, according to 
physicians, is a serious tiling, but 
even more serious is the fact that 
out of the 1,360 cases found, 678 
or almost half, were people who had 
never before been examined for or 
suspected of having the disease. 
“It is only when we find such an 
appalling condition,” said Mr. Auer­ 
bach, “Tliat we fully appreciate the 
gravity of the tuberculosis problem. 
Each of those 678 persons, mingling 
in 
society, 
were 
unconsciously 
spreading the disease. Hundreds of 
others maV be doing the same tiling, 
without their own knowledge. That is 
why tuberculosis is such a baffling 
enemy, but it is also the reason why 
the volunteers pushing the Christ­ 
mas Seal Sale are working so hard. 
They know the situation. 
“When the public of Indiana real­ 
izes what mu-t he done, in the way

Making Christmas Fireproof 
> 


The season of the year when the 


•little folks look forward to the light- 
ed Christ-inns tree^and the coming' of 
Santa Claus and good cheer, is fast 
approaching1. Not with the^idea of 
dashing the hopes of the youngsters 
but with the thought of saving l.ves, 
the state fire marshal, us is his cus- 
tom, <-omes forward with the usual 
•warning; about the dangers that lurk 
in the Christmas decorations—dan- 
gers that may change the most fes- 
.tive season of the year into one of 
tragedy The highly inflammable ever- 
green 'trees and decorations or the 
•eotfon beard of the thinly disguised 
Santa Claus frequently ignite from 


a lighted' cand'le, or match and ser- 
ious1 results ensue. - / • 


To guard against catastrophe to 


mar the holiday season, this official 
calls attention to certain safeguards 
that should be observed. In the first 
•place, he says, the tree should be, set 
up securely so that it"will not easily 
topple over and it shouldAe located 
several feet away from any heating 
-or lighting fixture. Metal tinsel.-with 
flake asbestos and^ powdered mica 
make excellent materials -for snow 
effects and will not-burn. Cotton and 
paper, on the other handj are' highly 
dangerous. The tree should never be 
illuminated with candles. There is 
some danger from the widely sold 
•colored -electric light assemblies due 
to insufficient' insulation and 
other 


causes,'but the hazard is smalhbe- 
side that of the'lighted candle. 


On one recent occasion a woman- 


iving in a New' York apartment 
climbed upon a chair, to light the 
candles on a large Christmas tree in 
drder to entertain her little daughter 
and' a' nejg??h<jrs ehild'Wihile reaching 
'or a canO-len'at tie top of the -tree, 
she accidentally touch.gd> ber~ lighted 
natch •bo's,' colored';'.'p'!upfer'','clwitij 
which blazed up 'and ignited ' other 
decorations. The woman - tried 
to, 


snatdh- some of the. burning1 papers 
off the branches, but lost her bal- 
•ance and fell against the tree, push- 
ing it over on the floor. When she 
regained her feet her dress was on 
fire and she-ran screaming, out into 
the hall of .the apartment house, fan- 
ning the flames until she became a 
living 'torch. Aid came too^ late--and 
she ifuccunibed to -the flames.' "

not of paper or pyroxylin plastic; 
which is commonly known as cellu- 
loid, pyralin, French jvory and by 
other trade names. Proxylin plas- 
tic is extremely inflammable and will 
ignite a't a 'Comparative]}' low tem- 
perature.
